QWITASTICS AS A CURB FOR DIS- 
EASE. 

Physical vigor is the basis of all moral 
and bodily welfare, and a chief condi- 
tion of permanent health. Like manly 
strength and female purity, gymnastics 
and temperance should go hand in hand. 
An effeminate man is half Bick ; without 
the Btimulus of physical exercise, the 
complex organism of tho human body 
is liable to disorders whioh abstinence 
and chastity can only partly counteract. 
By increasing the action of tho circula- 
tory system, athletic sports promote the 
elimination of effete matter and quickeu 
all the vital processes till languor and 
dyspepsia disappear liko rust from a 
busy plowshare. ' 1 When I reflect on 
tho immunity of hardworking people 
from tho effects of wrong and overfeed- 
ing," says Dr. Boorhoavo, "I cannot 
help thinking that most of our fashion- 
able diseases might be cured mechani- 
cally, instead of chemically, by climb- 
ing a bittorwood tree or chopping it 
down, if you like, rather than swallow- 
ing a decoction of its disgusting leaves." 
Tho medical philosopher, Aselepiades, 
Pliny tolls us, has found that health 
could be preserved — and, il lost, re- 
stored — by physical exercise alone, and 
not only discarded tho use of internal 
remedies, but niude a public declaration 
that he would forfeit all claim to the 
title of a physician if ho should ever 
fall sick or die but by violence or ex. 
tremo old age. Asclepiades kept his 
word, for ho lived upward of a century, 
and died from the effects of an accident. 
Ho used to prescribe a course of gym- 
nastics for every form of bodily ailment, 
and the same physio might bo success- 
fully applied to certain moral disorders 
— incontinence, for instance, and the in- 
cipient stages of tho alcohol habit. It 
would be a remedy ad principium, cur- 
ing the symptoms by removing the 
cause, for somo of the besotting vices of 
youth can with certainty be ascribed to 
an excess of that potential energy which 
finds no outlet in tho functions of our 
sedentary mode of life. In large cities 
parents owe their children a provision 
for a frequent opportunity of active ex- 
ercise, as they owe them an antiseptic 
diet in a malarious climate. — Dr. On- 
ivald, in Popular Science Monthly.

Charcoal forms an un- 
rivaled poultice for malignant wounds 
and sores, often corroding away dead 
flesh, reducing it one-q muter in six 
hourg. In cases of what we call proud 
flesh it is invaluable, it gives uu disa- 
greeable odor, corrodes no metal, hurts 
no texture, injures no color, is a simple 
and safe sweetener and disinfectant. A 
teaspoonful of charcoal in half a glass 
of water often relieves a Bick headache ; 
it absorbs the gases and relieves the dis- 
tended stomach pressing agaiust the 
nerves, which extend from tho stom- 
ach to tho head.

YATES STREET CONFIRMATORY 
BY-LAW, 1881. 

A BYLAW 

Authorizing the Mayor for the tinio being 
of the City of Victoria to confirm a 
certain agreeinsnt dated the 10th day 
of August, 1881, and made betvreo.ii 
the Mayor of the City of Victoriaond 
James Yates, for the exchange by the 
said City of that portion of land ly- 
ing between Lots hi and 203 in tho 
said City. 

1. Whereas.' by an Act passed by tho 
Legislature of British Columbia intituled 
" The Yates Street Public Landing Act, 
1880," power was given to the Corpora- 
tion of the said City by a Uylaw duly 
passed to authorize the Mayor for thu 
time being of the said City to confirm any 
agreement which the Mayor of the said 
City for tho timo being might intiko for 
an exchange of that portion of land lying 
between Lots 201 and '2015 and owned by 
the said Corporation for such a portion of 
said Lot 201, as might be agreed on; 

2. And whereas by an agreement boar- 
ing date the 10th day of Aug., A.D. 1881' 
and made between John Herbert Turner, 
the Mayor of the said City of Victoria for 
the time being, therein referred to us the 
said Mayor, of tho one part, and tho said 
James Yates of the other part, it waa 
therein agreed by tho said Mayor and tho 
said James Yates in the words and figures 
following, that is to say: 
MEMORANDUM of Agreement entored 

into tho 10th day of August, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eighty-one, 
between John Herbert Turner, Mayor 
of the City of Victoria, B. C, of the 
one part; and James Yates, of Edin- 
burg, Scotland, of the other part. 

1. The said James Yates agrees to con- 
vey to the said Corporation tho foe simple 
of that piece of land situated on the Wes- 
terly side of Wharf street and extonding 
from Wharf street to the aea, with the 
part of the wharf in tho rear thereof, such 
piece of land abutting on Lot 202 and hav- 
ing a frontage of thirty-five foot on Wharf 
street by an equal width of thirty-five feel 
and forming the Northerly portion of Lot 
201 , free from incumbrances. 

2. The said Mayor agrees that the said 
Corporation shall convey to tho said 
.Tome* Yates, free from incumbrances, 
tho land lying between Lot 201 and Lot 
203 and known as the Public Landing. 

II. A Public Landing to Harbor and 
Wharves shall be constructed at the joint 
expense of both parties conformable to 
plan herewith attached and signed by both 
parties.

5. The said James Yates furthor agroea 
to construct, within one year from the

! building or buildings the cost of which 
shall not be less than Five Thousand Dol- 
lars (5^"i,000), and should tho said James 
Yates fail to construct such building or 
buildings within the time specified, then 
this agreement shall bo null and void.

MOODY ON THE RI.CVF. 

A few moro turns of the screw ami 
the Senator wn.f alncast of the Bluff, 
tho aides of which are not. nearly so 
precipitous an tho man from the Flat 
had led the party to suppose.

Ex- 
cept near the water's edge, where a 
clearing of about, Iialf-an-ncro has been 
made, the Bluff is covered with a dense 
undergrowth, with trees here and there 
to relieve the monotony.

Had the first 
glimmer of approaching prosperity he- 
gun to dawn I Was the place instinct 
with life/ Had Moody-on the -Bluff 
begun, to teem ( Well, not exactly; 
but, to a limited extent, yes. From the 
steamer's deck the entire population of 
the Bluff, comprising two stalwart 
men, were seen to march down 
to and gathe/ at the water's 
edge. They had (locked to the 
hank to behold the gay little steam 
er with her load of happy young people 
glide by, and to send floating over the 
water an encouraging cheer. The Sena 
tor "tooted her horn" shrill? ami the 
pleasure seekers waved their hats 
cheered lustily in return for the 
plement paid by the population of 
Bluff. In the background were 
lirst habitations. A small tent had 
been pitched and a frame house with 
two rooms was already up. "Tall trees 
from little acorns grow.'' (Jreaterre 
suits have followed smaller efforts, and 
largo towns have sprung up from even 
smaller beginnings than these. Who 
knows — who can estimate the prosper 
ity that may yet be in store for Moody- 
on-the- Bluff, should it be made the 
starting-point for the swift forryhn ts 
that are destined soon to "bridge" the 
narrow strait that separates Vaneoti 
vot Island from Mainland .' The .sound- 
ings were from I to 7 fathoms, with 
excellent shelter and good holding 
ground. Around the Bluff and into a 
beautiful basin almost circular in shape

MOODV-ON'-TIIF FLAT 

Stands revealed. That is, the place 
where the map says it ought to be. 
The tide was up, too, and the flat was 
covered with water: but the natural 
beauty of the harbor and its surround- 
ings is unmistakable. The Klat which 
the high water veiled from view is 
about one-third of a mile in width, and 
below the entrance is a narrows where the 
tide at ebb or (low runs '.) knots an 
hour.

SAILING MATCH. 

An Exciting Baco— The Scud, again 
Victorious, 

The second yacht race of the season 
came off yesterday afternoon. Three 
boats entered, namely, the Scud, Wiii- 
nifred and Mary. At 1:50 p. m. the 
boats got an excellent start, the Scud 
taking the lead. The wind was all that 
could have been desired, as fair as it could 
possibly be; just as much as the yachts 
wanted and yet not too strong. The Scud 
kept the lead and rounded Brutchie 
Ledge buoy 2k minutes ahead of the 
Wiimifred. At this point it was evident 
that the contest would be between those 
two boats, the other being then virtually 
out of the race. After rounding the buoy 
they made a splendid run across to the 
other side of Esquimalt Lighthouse. Hero 
the Scud kept too far to windward as the 
stake boat was not at all distinct and for 
some time was not visible. When the 
stake-boat was discovered the Wiimifred 
not making such an ofting as the Scud 
gained considerably on tier competitor. 
In rounding the boat both the yachts 
missed stays and here they were near 
enough together to touch each nther's 
gunnies. Had not the Wiimifred missed j 
stays here she would have shot ahead el | 
the Send and in all probability would 
have won tho race. On the stretch back | 
to Brotchio Ledge both boats started 
even. When the wind was a little strong 
the Scud would forge ahead; when it 
slackened her opponent would run along- 
side. At Brutchie buoy when returning 
they were almost neck and neck. On tho 
home stretch the Wiimifred hoisted a 
large square auxiliary sail, but this 
proved of no service as the stick soon 
broke and was thrown overboard. This, 
of course, was a disappointment and 
gave the Scud some advantage. They 
entered the harb«r in gallant style, every 
stitch of canvas pulling its utmost and 
driving the boats at a tearing rate through 
the water. The Scud brought up along- 
side Mr. Junes' boat house very grace- 
fully amid the cheers of a large crowd of 
interested spectators on the lauding and 
at the Customhouse; winning the race in 
two hours and ten minutes. Two min- 
utes afterwards the little Wiimifred and 
her plucky crew sailed to her moorings at 
the foot of Vates street. The third boat 
came in ten minutes later, having done 
remarkably well on the homo stretch. 
The distance sailed was ten miles, but 
this was considerably increased by the 
numerous tacks in making Brutchie buoy 
the first time. By winning this admira- 
bly contested race the Send has twice I 
carried offthe palm. She won tho for- I 
mer race much mora easily than this. It | 
is evident that she ha-i the advantage in 
a stiff breeze; hut with a light wind, ex- 
cellent sailer as she is, the Wiimifred 
would have the advantage. Several other 
boats sailed over the whole course, 
one of them coming in agood third. Be- 
sides these, other boats only went outside 
and there watched the contest, (inn 
practice was being carried un from tho 
dockyard at a target moored some dis- 
tance out in tho roads and the last shot 
just before the leading yachts came into 
view of the gunners appeared to strike in 
rather close proximity to a pilot boat and 
went ricochctting a long way to wind- 
ward of them. The stakes were furSlij 
entrance feu for each boat; the second 
hesl taking back §10 of her stakes. The 
afternoon was delightfully fine and plea- 
sant and the race was a most enjoyable 
one tu all who participated either in the 
contest or as onlookers.

Tt was hero suggested that the '.'lid Sat- 
urday would be more convenient for meet- 
ing on account of the 1st Saturday being 
usually a very busy day.

Tho Public Landlnjf. 

To tin: KblTOR. -I was very much 
surprised to tind myself dragged be- 
fore the public by some cowardly scrib- 
bler without a name in the columns of 
your journal of Sunday lust, who called 
upon me to give an explanation why I 

should oppose lie- I laiiafer of tllC public 
landing to Mr. .lames Yates, of Edin- 
burgh, in Scotland, In reply I have 
to say thai so little interest did I take 
in this matter that I did not vote at the 
hist election, when the bylaw was a sec- 
ond tiino forced upon the citizeiiH by a 
pertinacious City Council after it had 
been previously defeated by an over- 
whelming majority of the ratepayers. 
However, at the last election for city 
councillors, I did say that the attempt 
made to swindle the city out of the 
public landing at that time appeared 
to ine to be most unwarrantable under 
the circumstances, namely, that the of- 
iieial map of the city, the only record 
left of the original survey, was in re- 
spect to the landing altered by some 
unknown person whilst in the custody 
of the land office from feet to 16:1 
feet. This astounding fact was discover- 
ed by Messrs. Pearse and Peniberton, 
the original surveyors, upon examining 
the map in the land olliee in company 
with Mr. Denis Harris, the present 
city surveyor, anil immediately report 
ed to the mayor and Council. I recoiu 
mended at the election for councillors 
that a reward be offered by the mayor 
with a view to discover and punish the 
perpetrator of this most extraordinary 
act, feeling that other records in which 
numerous persons are interested, in 
eluding myself, and where no field 
notes ot the surveys exists, might he al- 
tered in the same mysterious way in the 
interest of some individuals and to the 
great loss of others. No action was 
taken or inquiry made, as to who 
scratched out the 3'2 feet and inserted 
the IC. 1 , feet, either by the City Council 
or provincial authorities. The matter 
was stilled and a second bylaw was 
placed before the citizens at great ex 
penso to the ratepayers,; and now a 
third bylaw is to be voted on on Wed- 
nesday next. Your nameless correa 
pondent says: Of course no one would 
impute anything tricky to Mr. J. \V. 
( larey. Certainly that is fair enough 
on his part, but I very much doubt if 
he owned or was interested in town 
lots on each side of the public landing, 
and the ofiieial map of the city having 
been altered in the record ofliee giving 
him one-half of the public landing, 
whether he would not be entitled to a 
name more appropriate to this dirty trans- 
action than "tricky.'' My own inten- 
tions were not to vote at all, being (lis 
gusted with the wholo matter, although 
I cannot see the equity of exponding 
the city taxes in building a roadway 
and wharf for Mr. Yates. Why should 
he not do as others have done, build 
his own roadway through his own 
property at Ihh own expense and lot 
the public landing be sold or leased 
or otherwise dealt with as the citizens 
may think proper. 

Reviewing all the suspicious circum- 
stances connected with this public land- 
ing and the thread of gray, lirst discover- 
ed in it by dpt. Walker, and all the gray

minster for their lack- of public spirit 
when the programme was searched in 
vain for prize-, otl'eretl by them. I 
would not have taken up your space in 
replying to "Rillemuu" had his com- 
munication not ended in sneering at 
the Victoria competitors. In Wednes- 
day's issue of the lltrtdd an analysis of 
the shooting U given, and I must say- 
it appears to me not an unfair one.

Total amount of cash prizes won by 
Victorians, SI ."> I ."i0, being an average 
of $10. l.'i per man. The same report 
shows that New Westminster with her 
-I compel itor.s won I -i prizes, the cash 
prizes amounting to S'_\">-. ■"><!, or an 
average of $11.07 only per man. I 
think, Mr. Editor, that, according to 
the Hfrahl's own showing, "Rifleman" 
only exhibited his own ignorance in 
sneering ai the ■ • uf the Victoria 
competitors when ho insinuates that 
very few of the prizes came to Vie- 
toria. 

A V 1CT0KIA RlFLKM IX. 

Tho Public Landing: By-Law. 

To thk Editor : -On Wednesday next 
the ratepayers of Victoria will for the 
third time bo required to vote aye or no 
on the by-law to exchange what is now 
known as the Public Landing, at the foot 
of Vates street, for another piece of land, 
to be used as a public landing in lieu of 
tho picco proposed to be exchanged. It 
is not my intention to oiler any opposi- 
tion to tho question upon which the rate- 
payers are asked to express their approval 
or disapproval, but simply to call in ques- 
tion the legality of the method by which, 
the council propose the vote on I he occa- 
sion shall be taken. The council, it seems, 
acting on the advice of the City Barrister, 
have concluded to take the sense of the 
ratepayers by an open vote, and the ques- 
tion may fairly bo asked, will a vote 
thus taken ho legal ) On this point there 
is a difference of opinion, as well among 
tho legal profession as among those who 
have not had the advantage of a legal 
training. The statute 41! Vic, cup. HO, 
is an act giving special power tu the Mun- 
icipal Corporation to oxchange the land 
nuw held as a public lauding fur another 
piece of land to be held for the sanio pur- 
pose, and at present owned by Mr. Yates. 
Before, howovir, the exchange can be 
legally e fleeted, the question must be sub- 
mitted tu the ratepayers, who shall de- 
cide by vote, aye or no, whether the pro- 
posed exchange shall or shall not, become 
law. Section I, sub sec. 5, of the said 
act says : "Tho poll shall be taken on the 
question ayo or no whether the by-law 
Bhall be confirmed, * * * and all 
proceedings thereat, and fur the purposes 
theceof, shall be conducted, as nearly as 
maybe, asat a municipal election." How, 
then, is a pull taken at a municipal elec- 
tion ( Section 4'.'< of the "municipality 
act, 1881," says ; "The voting fur Coun- 
cillors and Mayor or Reeve in every mun- 
icipality shad be hyhallot." As there arc 
certain preliminary proceedings to boob- 
served at. elections for councillors and 
Mayors or Beeves, such as notices, nomi- 
nation of candidates, etc., which are un- 
called for and not necessary in voting on 
by-laws, those preliminaries may be set 
aside for the occasion and tho vote be ta 
ken "as nearly as may be," as at a muni- 
cipal olection. But, say the council, un- 
der advice of the City Barrister, do not 
sab-sections ti and 7, section l,of43 Vic, 
cip u(), define the duties of the returning 
utlircr, who is tu "seal and verify the 
poll-book and make a declaration thai 
the poll-book contains a true statement of 
the votes.'" Very true; but there is one 
thing the act does not say, and which is 
absolutely essential to tho legality of the 
vote proposed to b* taken, and that is, 
that l ho poll shall he taken hy an nptu 
ei/*. The act definitely sayi, "the poll 
shall he taken and all proceedings there- 
at conducted, as nearly as may be, as at 
a municipal election." Open voting ia 
the very opposite of voting by ballot, in- 
stead of being "as nearly as may be" 
identical with ii If the minor detail* of 
the act relating to voting on thiB question 
are inconsistent with its fundamental 
principle, and cannot be applied, then 
they can have no force or effect, and 
either must be abandoned or the acl it- 
self become a dead letter. Because the 
act speaks uf a poll-book, etc.it is infer- 
red that the vote imiBt.be taken openly, 
but as it is entirely silent on the matter 
of open voting, and as voting by ballot is

Gkskva, Aug. 22. — The socialists 
addressed a threatening letter to the 
federal tribunal with regard to their 
appeal from the decision of -the grand 
counsel of Zurich prohibiting the social 
congress there in September. The 
letter warns the judges of the tribunal 
that they will be the lirst to be blown 
up and states thai the socialists have 
enough dynamite k> blou up half of 
Switzerland. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, Aug. 22. — Mrs. Car 
field says that while the president was 
able to articulate distinctly he is pre- 
vented from speaking as freely as he is 
inclined to do by the trouble in his 
throat. Several times he has expressed 
his anxiety to be able to go away from 
the While House as he fears the mill 
aria and he seems to have a preference 
for a sea voyage. Several times to da_\ 
he has referred to it and .Mrs. (larliehl 
thinks he favors the idea of going to 
Long Branch. If Mrs. < larlield enter 
tains any doubts of her husband's re- 
covery she conceals them for there was 
not the slightest appearance of extreme 
anxiotv in her manner this evening. 
She speaks hopefully of the presidenl 
being able to stand the fatigue of re 
rxioval from the While House al no dis 
taut day. 

Ciiicaco, Aug. 22. — Postmaster 
general .James in a letter to the chief 
of the Dominion postal service states 
that no Canadian mail bags have been 
used in the domestic service of the 
United States and that a special inter- 
national pouch will be required if the 
bags of each country are promptly re 
turned empty to the exchange ofliee. 
He adds that this is not done on the 
Canadian side as is shown by the recent 
dispatch of closed mails fi 'Oin Montreal 
to Winnipeg in U. S. sacks. 

Washington, Aug. 22. — This morn- 
ing's bulletin raised the somewhat de- 
pressed feeling about the president and 
the midday bulletin shows a contin 
uance of the slightly favorable condi- 
tions. Dr. LSoyuton said about noon 
that he felt more hopeful than yester- 
day. The president has taken eight 
ounces of enemata to day anil some 
nourishment into the stomach. The 
president's doctors seem to feel some 
what encouraged to-day, but be is still 
in a very critical condition and this 
fact is conceded. 

Exkcltivk Mansion, Aug. 22. — 2:10 
p.m. — The president passed a quiet 
afternoon and slept a good deal up to 
the present hour. He has swallowed 
and retained to-day 22 ounces of liquid 
nourishment. At 1 p. m. Dr. Hoynton 
said, " I think the president is a little 
better to day. He has taken and re 
t rtined his nourishment well. He re 
lished his milk porridge and asked for 
it this a. tit. I'm encouraged about the 
glandular trouble. Today I think 
it is not quite so large and if 
suppuration sets in now it will bo much 
less dangerous than earlier iu its 
development and possibly suppuration 
would not do any great injury now. 
It is a very uncertain complication and 
no prediction can be made as to pre 
venting suppuration. By tomorrow 
or Wednesday he should be able to 
determine whether suppuration is 
likely to occur. I think the president's 
stsmaeh is performing its natural ftuu- 
tions very well now. The president 
has been a little delirious at. times, but 
it has not amounted to anything seri- 
ous. It is caused by his extremely 
weak condition and his long illness. It 
would probably occur in any case where 
the patient had become so enfeebled. I 
attach no great importance to it. In 
all cases where enema is administered 
in small quantities laudanum or some- 
thing similar is one of the component 
parts that is given to aid in retaining 
the enemata, but it is not sufficient to 
cause delirium. On the whole 1 feel to 
day more encouraged than yesterdsy 
about the case, but the president is 
still in a precarious condition.

FRANCE. 
Paris, Aug. 22. — The general result 
of the elections in Paris shows the re- 
turn of one moderate candidate, \o ad- 
vanced republicans and 9 irreconeila- 
bles. Four second ballots will be ne- 
cessary. Avowed socialist and revolu- 
tionary candidates generally received 
only a handful of votes. They are 
suspected in many cases of being start- 
ed only for the purpose of causing divi- 
sions. The general result up the prs- 
sent shows tho return of 179 republi- 
cans and 39 oppositionists. The former 
gained 45 seats, of which the moderate 
republicans hold 31, republican union 
9, extreme left 3 and intransigents 2. 
Forty-six second ballots will be neces- 
sary. The great feature of the elec- 
tions is the defeat of the Bonapartists.
